which needs no Proof’to thofe that have read him. 
One may aflure one’s felf the Perfon that lately praifed 
timin fo decifive a Tone, would have {aid better 
Things of Sir Richard Baker's Chronicle, and ‘obn 
Philips’s Continuation of it, tho’ every Way inferior to 
Rapin. To thew his Scholarfhip, he {peaks of Thucy- 
ides, Polibius, and Livy, in the fame Breath with M. 
Rapin, that is, of Hiftorians of the greateft Genius, 
judgment, Learning, and Experience, with one who 
bad no fuch Judgment nor Genius, but Labour and 
Books to qualify him for fuch an Undertaking. His 
Sile, which that precious Critick pretends to judge of, 
asblind Men may of Colours, has neither Dignity, nor 
Force, nor Diverfification ; and if we muft own it is 
caly, it is that Sort of Eafinefs, which, in Things lefs 
amufing than Story, would foon fhew its Effect in the 
fweeteft Slumbers. ; 

‘Tis very difcouraging to think of endeavouring to 
&t People right in an Error, which has coft them fo 
much Money. ‘They would not be very well pleafed 
with being fhewn that they parted with their Under- 
fandings in favour of a Vogue ; ‘but tohave parted with 
their Money too fo eafily, is what they will not be pre- 
éntly perfuaded to believe, or, at leatt, acknowledge ; 
md tho’ Time will certainly convince them they have 
been in the wrong, they will let nobody elie do it: I 
hall therefore refer to others what may reafonably be 
fid on this Subjeét, I myfelf being too much a Party 
tobe heard with Patience upon it. 

I have now before mé a little Piece lately publifhed 
at Amflerdam, the Title of which tranflated, is, 4

Pleafure imaginable that 1 am likely to have the Benefit 
of that Collection in my Hi/fory of the Reing of Queen 
Elizabeth, which, you know, 1 have been upon fome 
time, and it therefore behoved me to let the World fee, 
that I ought not to be hindered in the Execution of my 
Defign, by a falie Conceit of the Super-Excellence of 
Rapin’s Performance, the Currency of which was owing 
as much to good Fortune as to Merit. My Hiftory of 
Queen Elizabe/> is a Part of my next Volume of the 
Hiftory of England,-which contains the Reformation 
Reigns, including that ot Queen Mary. . ‘The three firtt, 
Henry VII. Edward V1. and Queen Mary, ate finifhed, 
and agood Part of Queen Elizateth’s, which fhall have 
the Improvement of the Memoirs that are daily expected, 
and will thereby have that Perfection, the Want of 
which Mr. Ragin bemoans. Ihave, in what is done, 
obferved a Multitude of the like Errors in Rapin, as the 
French Gentleman has taken Notice of in this Letter, 
fome of them more pleafant as well as more important ; 
and it will be feen very plainly, that Rapia’s Hitlory 
was not by himielf intended for Eng/jb Readers, any 
more by the Matter, than by the Language, but is 
adapted to the Tatle of the Continent. My Detign 
fhall be explained in my Propoials, which will be 
publifhed ih due Time. 

Iris. very plain, that Rapia’s being imploy’d in

We have again made Choice of our right trufty and 
intirely beloved Coufin William Marquis of Lothian, to 
reprefent our Royal Perfon in this Affembly, whofe 
known Abilities to difcharge that great Truft, and the 
Affection and Concern you have experienced in him for 
the Church of Scotland, will, we doubt not, render 
him very acceptable to you. And fo we bid you heartily 
farewell.

Advice, that Prince Charles of Lorain has the Small-

The Spaniards have begun to take Revenge on the 
Pope’s Subjects for their late Infults on the Minifters 
and Officers of their Mafters. With this View, we 
hear they have a€tually burnt down the City of Oftia, 
a Bifhop’s See at the Mouth of the Tyber, noted for 
the Death of Monica the Mother of St. Auttin, and 
for being always given to the Deacon of the Cardinals 
who crowns the Pope, and is therefore reclion’d the 
higheft Dignity in St. Peter’s Patrimony next to his 
own. The Citizens of Oilia, it feems, lately appre- 
hended fome Spanifh Officers, and refcued Soldiers from 
them that they had fairly lifted. 





This, no doubt, has 
alarm’d the Citizens of Rome, whofe Confternation is 
the’ greater, by the News they have heard, that the 
3000 Men landed at Terracina, are in full March to- 
wards their Capital. At the fame time they are ex- 
pecting a hojile Vifit from the Troops of Naples, 
who are coming with a confiderable Quantity of Ammu- 
nition and Bombs, anda great Train of Artillery. The 
Minifters and Subjeéts both of Spain and Naples, are 





hurrying away from Rome, and th@Pope’s Nuncio at 
Naples has been order'd to quit that City in twice 24 
Hours, and the Kingdom in 8 Days time. The In- 
habitants of the Campania are retiring in great Num- 
bers to Rome, for fear of being ill ufed by the Spa- 


niards. 


There’s a great Divifion in the Senate at Genoa, 
whether the Republick fhall exert itfelf for preventung 
the Lofs of the Ifle of Corfica; or whether they fhall 
part with it on thebeft Terms they can. Mean time the 
Malecontents have block’d up 4 other Towns, which 
with Baftia, are the only Pofts of which the Genoefe 
remain in Pofieffion; and the Lord Theodore, who 
after being crown’d with Lawrel in the Middle of the 
Army, was hoified upon Men’s Shoulders, to be fhewn 
to the Soldiers, pays the Troops every 3 Days with the 
Gold Coin of Barbary, call’d Sudtanins, but by whom 
he is fupported nobody knows. 

The 3 Colleges of the Dyet of the Empire, viz. 
that of Princes, that of Ele&tors, and that of the Cities, 
have unanimouily refolved to approve of the Prelimi- 
naries, to thank his Imperial Majefty for kis Paternal 
Care for the Welfare of the Empere, of which he has 
given fach ftrong Proofs during the prefent Negotiation, 
and to grant him a full Power for perfecting the great 
Work of Peace, &c. 

Yefterday Morning Mr. Barnard Hawkins, the Prine 
of Wales’s Houfe-keeper in Pall-mall, and Yeoman of 
the Wine Cellar to his Royal Highnefs, died of an 
Apoplexy and dead Palfy, with which he was feized 
on Thurfday laft. And his Royal Highnefs has been 
pleafed to appoint his Wife to fucceed him in thofe 
Places. 

The fame Day her Royal Highnefs the Princefs of 
Wales, who has been very ill of the Meafles at St. 
James’s, was judged to be in a fair Way of Recovery. 

Their Royal Highneffes will not remove to Kenfing- 
ton, till her Majeity, the Duke, and Princefles repair 
thither from Kew. 

Yefterday the four Malefaétors formerly mentioned, 
were executed at Tyburn. But the fifth, Daniel 
Malden, found Means to make his Efcape out of New- 
gate the Night before. 

The fame Day Jack Catch was committed to New- 
gate, for cutting a Woman’s Pocket in St. Gyles’s.
